When Winston Churchill speaks on policies 


of war and peace, the world listens. Thought- 
ful Americans arc still digesting his address 
of last Sunday, in which British and Ameri- 
can interests were necessarily interwoven, 
even though the speaker did not stress that 
fact. Churchill is not only a great war leader, 
but a notable historian Hearing the end of 
a long and great career. It is worth while 
to emphasize a few of the things he said, 
which may be hereafter in the history books. 
They are addressed to Britain, but with 
America in the background. 


"You must not weaken in any way. 
We 


have yet to make sure that the simple am 
honorable purposes for which we entered the 
war are not brushed.aside or overlooked in 
the months following our success, and that 
the words freedom, democracy and libera- 
tion are not distorted from their true mean 
ing as we have understood them. There 
would be little use in punishing the Hitlerites 
for their crimes if law and justice did no 
rule, and If totalitarian or police govern 
ments were to take the place of the German 
invaders. 


"We seek nothing for ourselves. But we 


must make sure that those causes which w 
fought for find recognition at the peace tabl 
in facts as well as words. And above all \v 
must labor that the world organizatio 
which the United Nations are creating a 
San Francisco docs not become an idle name 
does not become a shield for the strong an 
a mockery for the weak. 


"It is the victors who must search thei 


hearts in their glowing hours, and be worthy 
by their nobility, of the immense forces that 
they wield." 


We Americans have never Inclined to in- 


flict excessive punishment on beaten foes. 
Indeed, we have done the opposite, often to 
our disadvantage. Great moments of deci- 
sion are coming, whose resolution will be 
difficult. The American leader who was ex- 
pected to sit with Churchill in handling them 
is gone. May Winston Churchill be spared 
{or his last great service.

consisting ol natives of each country who believe 
n Marxist-Leninist economic and political

ciples and who accept the leadership of Stalin with 
analical fidelity. 
AlthouKh the Third Intcrnation. 


al was formally abolished in 1SM3, recent evidence 
n every country proves conclusively that it is still 
a functioning 
and 
disciplined 
organisation, re' 


spending immediately and effectively to 
Stalin's 


orders. 


Thus, in addition to the normal methods of im- 


wrialism, namely the accretion of territory and 
:ontrol of administration, Soviet Russia possesses 
.his unique power to influence public opinion and 
even to gain political power in countries which are 
not part of the Russian Region.

as the United States. Great. Britain and France 
nclude among its citizens influential and important 
Individuals and groups who serve Russia .so ardent- 
ly as to justify the assumption of direct Russian 
interference in the affairs and life of those coun- 
tries.

Nevertheless, it

food, metals, wood, fibres and other raw materials 
necessary for the maintenance of a modern econ 
omy of a medium standard of living. 
Neither the 


present power nor future strength of this region 
should be under-estimated. 


The Russian Region differs radically from the 


American or British Regions in that the politic;! 
organization is anti-democratic beinR \mscil upon 
a despotism supported bv a party oligarchy. Thor 
Is no freedom for the individual, only obligation 
to the state which enjoys supreme authority.

In the Russia 
Region, al] production and distribution is a slat 
monopoly and although capital may be private] 
accumulated, its Bow and use is determined bv th 
state. 


Although Soviet Russia possesses a hoard c 


Bold, it has provided no figures on that subject no 
it it possible to gain accurate and provable data o 
its economic state. Soviet Russia, however, ha 
been forced to finance this war out of America 
and British Lend-Lease and is now negotiatin- t 
borrow $6,000,000,000 from the United Slates fo 
postwar purposes. Obviously, the Region still need
